Involved 
are questions of relief for France, 
Belgium and tho?<e sections of the 
Netherlands from which the en­ 
emy has been cleared. 
The attacks on UNRRA are puz­ 
zling to the agency’s international 
officials here because UNRRA ac­ 
tually is not responsible, under its

Both American 
and UNRRA 
officials agree that this is the task 
of the Anglo-American military 
command. The assumption here is 
that the London criticisms of the 
relief administration are intended 
simply to use it as a “whipping 
boy” for the fact that—despite

western European administrations 
last 
summer — enough 
supplies 
have not been going through. 
Door Opened to Wallace 
Only time, a stroke of the presi­ 
dent’s pen and some debate in the 
Senate today appeared to sepa­ 
rate Henry A, Wallace from a 
cabinet post.

as secretary of commerce when

The Senate has agreed to vote 
March I on the appointment. Be­ 
fore it does, there is likely to be

job where his salary is met by the 
taxpayers.

Senator Taft of Ohio, chairman 
of the Republican steering com­ 
mittee, said:

We shall be far fro m wise If 
we dismiss as mere tub-thumping 
the ex ho rtatio n by the Nazi Fo r­ 
eign Office to the German peo ple 
to cast aside their "last scruples” 
and "to kill, murder and po iso n” 
their enemies. 
That barbaric Hun o f Hate fits 
the Hitlerian 
mentality 
like 
a 
glo v e, and there’s small do ubt that 
the Allied fo rces will enco unter a 
great deal o f this ty pe o f civ ilian 
"warfare” . Just to make sure the 
po pulatio n do esn't get o ut o f hand, 
the German go v ernment y esterday 
placed mo st o f the .Reich under 
what amo unts to manial law, and 
citizens sho wing "co wardice” will 
be subject to the death penalty . 
We Americans 
are 
adaptable 
and 1 dare say we can acco mmo ­ 
date the Germans if that’s the way 
they want to play the game. There 
are well defined internatio nal laws 
o f war go v erning the killing o f en- 
anemy tro o ps, o r attempts to 
kill 
them, by civ ilians—and the in­ 
v ading fo rces are permitted to ex ­ 
act the penalty o f quick death. 
There are less sev ere penalties fo r 
o ther fo rms o f civilian 
o bstruc­ 
tio n. 
In any event, we do n’t need to 
be afraid abo ut o ur men lacking 
the firmness to deal with such sit­ 
uatio ns. 
We had a co uple o f ex­ 
amples 
last 
September 
when 
American tro o ps first cro ssed the 
Germ an 
fro ntier. 
There 
was 
heavy sniping 
fro m 
ho uses in 
W allendo rf and in 
a neighbo ring 
village. 
It w asn’t clear w hether 
civilians were invo lved, but the 
Yanks burned every building in 
bo th places. 
This destructio n was necessary 
in o rder to ensure the safety o f 
o ur men. 
It was reco gnized, ho w­ 
ever, that this also wo uld serve 
to let the Germans kno w the Allies 
w eren’t taking any no nsense. 
Even if the Hitlerites were no r­ 
mal minded fo lk we still sho uld 
have to expect civilians to try to 
o bstruct invasio n. 
We sho uld do 
it o urselves if the United States 
were invaded. 
The Po les have 
do ne it, and so have the rest o f 
the unfo rtunate peo ple who m H it­ 
ler o verran. 
Ho wever, the brand o f resistance 
which the cracking and desperate 
Nazi go vernment 
no w 
demands 
belo ngs to the special type o f 
savagery which Hitler has instill­ 
ed in his peo ple—o r at least in 
the yo unger generatio n—thro ugh a 
lo ng pro cess o f intensive educa­ 
tio n.

Supreme Co mmander Eisenho w­ 
er has made clear to the German 
peo ple thro ugh his pro clamatio ns 
what co nduct he requires. A co u­ 
ple o f m o nths ago he warned them 
to avo id “suspicio n o f co mpliance” 
with secret Nazi effo rts to o bstruct , 
the Allied 
m ilitary 
go vernment. 
He to ld them their first duty was j 
to rem ain “peaceable and o rderly” 
and to co ntinue their daily o ccupa­ 
tio n if they were engaged in a 
lawful pursuit. 
Ano ther pro clamatio n abo ut the 
tame tim e to ld the Germ an public 
to beware o f jo ining undergro und 
"military o rganizatio ns.
